Alarming proportions were assumed by
the strike of shipyard workers today when
the hester Shipbullding Company’'s plant,
nt Chester, was forced to clope down be-
cause virtually the entire foree of employes
had quit.  The plant woas constructing eight
lnrge ships for the General
Mansger W, 1. Smith said that the trouble
did not come as a formal strike, but that
the men simply fafled to appear for work
He podd he doubted whether the wall-out
wis part of the general strike,

Twelve hundred of the men falled to re-
port yesterday, bul work was continued.
When an additional 300 were missing today,
the plant wasa closed. The grievance of the
men is purely one of wagens, it Is =aid, and
the unlon’s demand for an eight-hour day
Is not considered vital by the Chester men.

RAIDS ON ENGLAND

Planes Bombard Mouth of
Thames, While Airships
Attack Yorkshire

ENEMY BROUGHT DOWN

LONDON, Aug. 23,

Jhermany's eampaigns of “air frightful-
nees” agaln=t England war renewed on a
big scale early today. two attacks belng
minde against the east coast.

Two alrplanes were downed and the alp.
ships driven off before they could venture
over fhe land any distance,

The damage as ofMcially reported showed
eleven killed and thirteen wounded at Dover
in the airplane raid and three killed and two
injured by the alrships' hombs

A hospital and sevegml bulldings wera
damaged at Mamagate by the alrplanes. A
chapel and several houses were wrecked and
damaged In three small coast villages in
Yorkshire by the airships. Only two of the
dirigibles ventured over land there,

For the firet time in months Germany
used airships o an attack off the Yorkshire
coast last night, A statement, lssued today
by Lord French, sald they were sighted off
the const and one had attacked polnts
around the mouth of the River Humber,
drepping bombs, then muoking off toward
the sea.

Margute und Dover are In Kent, near the
mouth of gtha Thamens. Possibiy the Ger-
man raildérs were bent on following the
Thames up to London,

Chester. he had been com-
missioned u captain in the Texas National
Chuard He arranged for his partner te
conduct the buriness alons, went to England
and in the ecarly days of the war enlisted
In the Grenadier Guards, one of the unite
of the King's Guard, Recommendations
and fine phyeique helped him.
